DECISION AWARDING DAMAGES'

On September 28, 2018, Michelle Roy filed a petition for compensation under the

National Vaccine Injury Compensation Program, B2 U.S.C._§300aa-10, et seq.,? (the
“Vaccine Act”). Petitioner alleges that she suffered a Shoulder Injury Related to

Vaccine Administration (“SIRVA”) as a result of her November 4, 2015 influneza (“flu”)
vaccination. Petition at 1. The case was assigned to the Special Processing Unit of the
Office of Special Masters.

On February 13, 2020, a ruling on entitlement was issued, finding Petitioner
entitled to compensation for SIRVA. On May 21, 2020, Respondent filed a broffed on
award of compensation (“Proffed’) indicating Petitioner should be awarded $80,000.00,
which represents compensation for pain and suffering. Proffer at 1-2. In the Proffel,
Respondent represented that Petitioner agrees with the proffeded award. /d. Based on

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RESPONDENT’'S PROFFER ON AWARD OF COMPENSATION

On February 10, 2020, respondent filed a Rule 4(c) Report, conceding that petitioner’s
claim meets the Table criteriafor aSIRVA injury. On February 13, 2020, the Court issued a
Ruling on Entitlement finding petitioner entitled to compensation under the Vaccine Act.

l. Items of Compensation

Based upon the evidence of record, respondent proffers that petitioner should be awarded
the following, and requests that the Chief Special Master’ s decision and the Court’ s judgment
award:

A lump sum payment of $80,000.00, which represents compensation for pain and
